PORTERVILLE, Feb. 3 — Ross 
Gardner, Porterville fire chief 
who will MC the Porterville cham- 
ber of commerce banquet Satur- 
day night, is a traditional fire- 
man, representing the third gen- 
eration of his family that has 
served with the Porterville fire 
department. 

Gardner is the first and only 
fire chief that Porterville has had 
since the city charter established 
the city-manager form of govern- 
ment in 1927. Prior to becoming 
the full-time fire chief at that 
time, he had served, since 1920, as 
chief of the department on a com- 
bination volunteer and pay basis; 
he joined the Porterville Volun-

PORTERVILLE, Feb. 3 — Every-

the top news of the week — rain, 
rain that brought smiles to the fac- 
es of farmers and some relief to 
water-short homes in the area east 
of Porterville, where domestic wells 
are beginning to show signs of re- 
newed life. 

Official rainfall as recorded at 
Daybell station in Porterville was 
.72 inches for the first - of - the - 
week stomr, to bring season total 
to 3.14 inches, compared with 
2.48 inches at this time last year. 

But the foothills and the Sierra 
received heavy rainfall and snow. 
Springville received an inch and a 
half, however, up the north fork 
of the Tule, nearly four inches 
was reported in the Milo district; 
Camp Nelson had heavy rain and 
a light fall of snaw, while heavy 
rain fell in the watershed of the 
south fork of the Tule.

Church Approves 
Classroom Project 


PORTERVILLE, Feb. 4 — Offi- 
cial approval for the building of a 
new classroom unit for the First 
Congregational church was voted 
at 68th annual membership meet- 
ing of the church held the evening 
of January 20. 


Approval of the building pro- 
gram climaxed several years of 
planning and came after reports 
by William Cloer, building chair- 
man; Herb Short, campaign co- 
chairman; Art Durtsche, chair- 
man of the church board of trus- 
tees; Senator J. Howard Williams, 
general campaign chairman, and 
the Rev. Terence EH. Stoker, 
church pastor.

OF WOMAN CONVICTED IN JURY TRIAL 


jury last November of fraudulent- 
ly obtaining more than $3,000 of 
aid to needy children funds, was 
declared by the state social wel- 
fare board, to be eligible to con- 
tinue on aid to needy children 
welfare rolls, and that she is also 
now entitled to receive aid retro- 
active to August 1, 1959, of some 
$2,000 even though nothing ap- 
pears to have changed since she 
was convicted by Superior court 
of obtaining money fraudulently. 


Following is the complete state- 
ment as issued by Power, and di- 
rectors of the Tulare County Tax- 
payers’ association: 

“We believe in taking care of 
unfortunate children, however, we

board, in effect, legalizes what ap- 
pears to be the fraudulent accept- 
ance of 
money. 
“Yet this is exactly what the 
state welfare board has done in 
the case of Mrs. Verna Phipps. 
“Mrs. Phipps was convicted by 
a Superior court jury last Novem- 
ber of fraudulently obtaining 
more than $3,000 of aid to needy 
children funds. She was sentenc- 
ed to eight months 
placed on three years probation. 
“However, the state welfare 
board has ignored this Superior 
court jury by saying that Mrs. 


aid to needy children 


in jail and 


and that she is entitled to con- 
tinue to receive aid to needy chil- 
dren money under conditions that 
appear to be the same that the 
Superior court jury determined to 
be fraudulent. 

“This is a complete mockery of 
the American judicial system; this 
is rule by bureau rather than by 
law. 

“As for Mrs. Phipps’ children, 
they are rightfully being cared 
for with public funds in foster 
homes; our protest concerns not 
the children, but the fact that a 
state bureau — the social welfare 
board — has, in effect, approved 
the payment of public funds, un- 
der conditions that appear to be 
fraudulent and has_ established 
itself as more powerful than our 
courts of law. 

“Since Mrs. Phipps is appealing 
the Superior court jury findings, 
we strongly urge that the Tulare 
County Board of Supervisors back 
our Superior court decision and 
continue to fight the Phipps case 
in the interest of legal justice. 

“And we sincerely commend 
County Welfare Director Hilmi 
Fuad for bringing this case to 
public attention.”

Q. As some people age they 
seem to become more and more 
neurotic and hard to get along 
with.

The Farm Tribune has, in the past, opposed the idea of an 
Area Planning commission for Tulare county — and we still op- 


pose this idea. 


Our opposition is based on these points: 

1. As indicated by the California Planning act, the area 
planning commission is designed to take care of districts in which 
there is a high concentration of people in an area of overlapping 
authority, for instance an overlapping of counties or cities, or 


counties and cities. We do not believe that this situation exists 
at present in the County of Tulare, generally. 

2. Within the county of Tulare are two legally established 
levels of planning, the city level and the county level, with cer- 
tain specific responsibility, and certain overlapping responsibil- 
ity. This arrangement is designed to serve an area such as Tu- 
lare county, with concentrated population centers, surrounded 


by large areas of farming land. 


3. The problems of planning in Tulare county can be ade- 
quately taken care of if county and cities will meet their re- 
sponsibilities in the field of planning, and if there is cooperation 
between county and city planning commissions and professional 


planners at the two levels. 


4. Basically, we do not believe that a third level of planning 
is necessary or desirable for Tulare county. 

We have always favored, and we still favor, planning on a 
county-wide basis (after all the California Planning act prescribes 
that this will be done), and we have always favored and still fa- 
vor much stronger cooperation between city and county plan- 
ners, both the commissions and the professional planners. 

We have maintained, and we still maintain, that a compe- 
tent job of planning can be accomplished by strengthening the 
existing county planning staff, and by closer coordination be- 
tween county and city planning. 

The area planning commission setup is designed to meet 
special conditions; if these special conditions exist in a special 
area of Tulare county, then consideration might well be given to 
the area planning commission setup for that area. 

But arguments presented in favor of a third level of plan- 
ning — the area planning commission — covering all of Tulare 
county have not changed our opinion. 

We believe that the stronger argument lies in the strength- 
lanning setup, and in closer co-

City Hall Beat 


CITY HAS NO 
TAKES MONEY 


The City of Porterville, like 
every other segment of govern- 
ment, has no money to spend for 
anything until it takes money 
from its citizens in the form of 
taxes, or licenses, or fees for serv- 
ices. 


With that thought in mind, con- 
sider the fact that it is evident 
from conversations at the city 
council table that the present 
council believes that as the City 
of Porterville expands, those per- 
sons who will benefit from ‘expan- 
sion of the city should pay costs 
of expansion. 

Why? Well, persons living 
within the incorporated limits of 
the city have already paid for the 
improvements that they enjoy: 
Surfaced streets, curbs and gut- 
ters, sanitary facilities, and water 
lines, for example. 

And even though specific indi- 
viduals who have recently moved 
into Porterville, and into an im- 
proved area, did not directly pay 
for these things, they have most 
certainly paid in actuality, for the 
value of property they purchased 
includes the costs of past city im- 
provements. 

So, the basic idea is that per- 
sons who have paid for city im- 
provements that they are now util- 
izing should not be asked to pay 
again for improvements in new 
areas that will directly benefit 
someone else. 

When this thinking Is applied 
to annexations to the city — eith- 
er for future subdivision develop- 
ment, or as already developed 
property — it is apparent that 
provisions must be made to im- 
prove undeveloped property to city 
standard, or to bring developed 
property up to city specification 
as this property is annexed. 

Or to put it another way, since 
the only reason that anyone will 
annex property to the City of Por- 
terville is because certain benefits

will be derived, 

that those persons who will enjoy 
these benefits, or who will profit 
from them, should pay the bill? 


And isn’t it illogical to ask those 
persons who have already paid for 
these benefits to foot the bill for 
someone else? 

Applying this theory to specific 
cases, for instance Fairway Acres 
and the Doyle Colony area, both 
of which are developed, provision 
should be made to bring these 
areas up to city standard if they 
are annexed, because if this provi- 
sion is not made, then, eventually, 
the city will be called upon to 
make the improvements, and all 
taxpayers of the city would then 
have to pay the bill to benefit 
only a few taxpayers. 

Admitedly, in the cases mention- 
ed, the expense is quite high, but 
isn’t it logical to say that indi- 
viduals involved should weigh 
costs against benefits, then 
cide whether or not to annex? 

In the case of a typical piece 
of undeveloped property, for in- 
stance the Cornell property just 
south of the Tule river, city coun- 
cil members have said basically, 
and in effect, we look with favor 
on annexation of this property; 
the city will deliver the city utili- 
tiles 


de- 


necessary to develop. this 
property in whatever volume and 
at whatever location they are de- 
sired, but arrangement must be 
made to reimburse the city for 
costs involved. 

And the city council has fur- 
ther said that it will commit the 
city to a district arrangement un- 
der the Improvement Act of 1911 
by which payment for improve- 
ments can be taken care of over 
a period of years through issuing 
of bonds. Incidentally, the city 
has Improvement districts now, 
and the Act of 1911 has been used 
many, many times in California to 
provide for “time payments” on 
property improvement.

is only logical to assume that the 
city will make the same terms on 
any other property under similar 
conditions, in fact the council has 


already suggested this arrange- i 


ment for certain other property. 

Going one step further, after 
property is annexed, and after 
cost of improvement has been tak- 
en care of by specific arrange- 
ment, the city must then assume 
certain general responsibilities, 
paid for out of taxes, licenses and 
fees: For example, fire and police 
protection, maintenance of streets 
and sewage disposal facilities and 
water supply. 

But, if the system of public ad- 
ministration ig functioning prop- 
erly, then taxes, licenses and fees 
that persons in the annexed area 
will pay take care of added city 
costs. 

Now, one final, quick fact: The 
City of Porterville, as such, has no 
power or authority to force any- 
one, or any property, into the city, 
As prescribed by law, the impetus 
for annexation must come from 
the area seeking annexation, with 
certain conditions demanding an 
election by the people concerned, 
or, under certain other conditions, 
the matter of annexation being 
decided at public hearing. 

All of which ties in with the 
first paragraph, the city of Por- 
terville has no money to spend for 
anything until such time as it 
takes money from its citizens 
through taxes, licenses or fees for 
services.

VISALIA, Feb. 3 — The Tu- 
lare County Health department 
announces the nalorphine test for 
narcotic addiction is. now avail- 
able to the Superior courts and 
Probation department to deter- 
mine if addicts are violating their 
parole agreements, i.e. if they are 
still taking narcotics. 

Donald McGrew, M. D. has been 
authorized by the county board of 
supervisors and the State Bureau 
of Narcotic enforcement to per- 
form the nalorphine test at the 
County hospital. 

Nalorphine is antagonistic to 
opiates and, if the parolee is tak- 
ing one, such as opium, heroin. 
morphine codeine or synthetic de- 
rivatives, he will suffer a meas- 
ureable reaction. 

It has been difficult in the past 
to detect parole violaters. it is 
stated. They claim needle pricks 
are just insect bites and often try 
to disguise the tell-tale prick by 
burning over it with a cigarette. 
Nalorphine directly tests the con- 
sumption of an opiate narcotic so 
these parole violators may be re- 
turned to jail and serve out their 
sentence.

Porterville’s first mayor. Serving 
with him were: Dr. O. C. Higgins, 
A. A. Abbey, Fred Ackerman and 
John N. Larson. 


Mr. Mentz came to Porterville 
in 1874, at the age of 17, to work 
with his father, Henry Mentz, 
who was in the cattle business. 

Mr. Mentz received his educa- 
tion at City College of San Fran- 
cisco, and after finding that he 
liked business better than farm- 
ing, went to work for Porterville’s 
founder, R. Porter Putnam, in his 
mercantile store in Porterville. 

In 1882, he was appointed post- 
master, a position that he held 
until 1888. Meanwhile, he had 
purchased the mercantile business 
of Gilliam and Gilmer, and he was 
also the Wells Fargo Express 
agent in Porterville. 

After his store was burned in 
the fire of 1897, Mr. Mentz erect- 
ed the brick building that now 
houses the Jones Hardware com- 
pany, however, he previously put 
a stock of goods in the South Tay- 
lor block at Main and Putnam, 
selling this business, in 1912, to 
the Hallford Brothers. 

He was one of the incorporators 
of the First National bank in 
Porterville, in 1903, and he was 
president of the bank board until 
1930, when the bank was sold to 
the organization that was to be- 
come the Bank of America. 

In 1905, he married Miss Jessie 
Hepburn, who still resides in Por- 
terville; Mr. Mentz died on Janu- 
ary 6, 1933. The present Porter- 
ville city library is dedicated to 
his memory. 

Dr. O. C. Higgins came to Por- 
terville in 1882; he put himself 
through medical school in San 
Francisco, prior to coming to Por- 
terville, by working on the police 
force and in the shipyards; short- 
ly after his graduation he came 
to Porterville to practice.

Like other pioneer doctors of 
that era, his calls were ‘made by 
horse and buggy; he traveled into 
the country at any hour of the 
day or night, under any weather 
conditions, to serve .his patients; 
his wife, Grace Perry Higgins,

A. A. Abbey, who was born in 
Ohio in 1842, came to Porterville 
in 1876, after having served with 
the Union Army in the Civil War, 
fighting in the battle of Gettys- 
burg. He operated a livery stable 
for a time; with C. A. McLean, he 
operated the flour mill that was 
located in what was to become 
Murry park, then in partnership 
with Thos. Kelley, 


planted 80 
acres of oranges. 


When Mr. Abbey married Emma 
Gilmer in 1881, her father, Guy 
Gilmer, gave them a piece of prop- 
erty at what is now the corner ol 
Olive and Main streets, and the 
Abbey house — one of the first 
south of Porter Slough, was a 
landmark for many years. 

Fred Ackerman, a native of 
Germany; came to Porterville 
about 1888; he bought property 
on Main street from Porter Put- 
nam and set up a barber shop. In 
those days, when Porterville 
boasted 17 saloons, Mr. Ackerman 
was one night marched home after 
work by a drunken man who held 
a gun in his back. 

In 1890, Mr. Ackerman opened 
a bakery and restaurant, and for 
some years, after the death of 
Porter Putnam, he owned the Put- 
nam. building on Main street. 
(now Hodgson’s.) He married 
Katherine Sturm in 1897 and both 
he and his wife were active in 
Christian and temperance work 
during their life.
